Daley M achine Escaped Scrutiny 


WASHINGTON ( AP) - The Justice 
Department declined to force Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley’s powerful 
Cook County Democratic organization 
to comply with federal campaign 
finance reporting laws last year, ac­ 
cording to informed government 
sources. 
The Democratic Party of Cook 
County, whose finances have long been 
kept secret from all but Daley and a

few top aides, was cited early last year 
by Senate officials for failing to file 
required reports in 1972, a number of 
sources said. 
The failure to file appears to have 
been deliberate, since Senate sources 
say that persons involved in the affair 
had been told repeatedly that reports 
would have to be filed. 


The required financial disclosures 
would have shown the identity of each 
person who donated $100 or more to the 
Cook County party, and each ex­ 
penditure of $10 or more. But the 
sources of the party’s money and 
where it goes remain a mystery to 
Chicago voters. 


According to executive branch 
sources, Justice Department lawyers 
in Washington saw the failure to report 
only as a “technical” violation of law. 
They closed the case last October 
without bringing charges and without 
requiring the Daley organization to 
comply with legal requirements, the 
sources said. 
The sources also said no information 
on the case was given to the then- 
federal prosecutor in Chicago, James 
R. Thompson, who at the time was 
probing corruption in the Daley 
organization. A source close to 
Thompson confirmed that he had not 
been informed of the case or of the 
decision to drop it without action. 


The Cook County Democratic party 
became legally obliged to register and 
to file periodic financial reports with 
the secretary of the Senate when it do­ 
nated $5,000 to the losing Senate 
campaign of then-Rep. Roman C. 
Pucinski on Sept. 15, 1972. 
Federal law requires reports of 
groups that raise or spend more than 
$1,000 to support a Senate candidate in 
a given year. Failure to comply is pun­ 
ishable by up to a year in prison and a 
$1,000 fine. 
Pucinski 
had 
pressed 
Senate 
Secretary Francis R. Valeo to make an 
exception to the reporting rule for 
Daley and sent several letters and 
made several telephone calls, one of 
them lasting more than 20 minutes, the 
sources said. 
When the Daley donations showed up 


on Pucinski’s reports, Senate auditors 
tagged them for further investigation. 
The probe confirmed a violation of 
reporting rules and also turned up 
several thousand dollars in small but 
technically illegal corporate campaign 
donations to Pucinski from small 
businessmen, sources said. 
After Valeo’s chief investigator, 
Peter F. Roman, made repeated un­ 
successful attempts to contact the 
officials of Daley’s nonreporting 
comm ittees, Valeo routinely for­ 
warded the reporting violations to the 
Justice Department along with the 
other findings from Roman’s investi­ 
gation. Within six months the case was 
dropped.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — If you earn 
over $14,100 next year, you’ll be paying 
up to $70.20 more in Social Security 
taxes. 


The government announced Wed­ 
nesday that it will levy Social Security 
taxes on the first $15,300 of your 
earnings beginning next Jan. I, up 
from the $14,000 taxable wage base this 
year. 


The result will be that an estimated 
18 million workers will be paying 
higher Social Security taxes next year, 
to a maximum of $895.05 or $70.20 more 
than this year. Their employers will 
pay a like amount. 


Self-employed persons will pay a 
maximum of $1,208.70 next year, up 
$94.80. 
The higher taxable wage base will 
yield about $2.1 billion to help pay part 
of the 8 per cent cost of living benefit 
increase that began flowing to 31.3 mil­ 
lion Social Security recipients last 
July. General revenues paid for the 
same 8 per cent increase for four 
million supplemental Security Income 
recipients. 
The added revenue is not expected to 
ease the projected Social Security 
deficits of $3 billion this year and $6 
billion next year, nor even offset the 
first-year cost of the benefit increase.

James B. Cardwell said the heavier 
tax on workers “will mean higher 
benefits for them and their families in 
the event of retirement, disability or 
death than would have been possible 
without an increase in the base. 
“In return for the increase in taxes, 
these affected workers will have 
greater protection because a larger 
amount of their earnings will be 
credited toward benefits than before.” 
The base increase, mandated by law 
and based on a formula gauging the 
average wage increase, also raises the 
limit on outside income that retirees 
can earn without losing some Social 
Security benefits. 


The government estim ates that 
about 1.3 million retirees will benefit 
by the 1976 provision allowing them to 
earn $2,760 in outside income, a $240 
increase over this year. Every $2 
earned over that limit will result in a $1 
reduction in Social Security payments.

Juan Carlos Set 
To Assume Power 
As Franco Fades 
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Total $74,836 


MADRID, Spain 
(AP) — Gen­ 
eralissimo Francisco Franco’s con­ 
dition has worsened again, the Spanish 
news agency Europa Press reported 
today. 
The agency said its information 
came from reliable sources. A medical 
bulletin was awaited from Franco’s 
doctors. 
Meanwhile, Premier Carlos Arias 
Navarro called his cabinet into session 
amid reports that Prince Juan Carlos 
de Borbon, Franco’s designated politi­ 
cal heir, has agreed to become chief of 
state temporarily. 
Reliable sources said the 37-year-old 
prince, who had previously refused to 
step in on a temporary basis, gave in to 
intense pressure from the government. 
Franco’s doctors said the 82-year-old 
dictator had a peaceful night although 
his condition remained “extremely 
grave.” 
The doctors said there was no 
change in the clinical condition 
reported Wednesday night. At that 
time, the medical team said intestinal 
paralysis that nearly caused death 
Tuesday had eased, but cardiac in­ 
sufficiency continued and a new 
complication with the heart, “isolated 
premature ventricular beats,” had 
appeared. 
Juan Carlos, designated by Franco 
to be his political heir and Spain’s first 
king since 1931, stood in for him in July 
1974 when the generalissimo nearly 
died with phlebitis. But Franco 


returned to office after 40 days, and the 
prince was said to have vowed that the 
next time it would be all or nothing. 
At that time, it was Franco himself 
who appointed the prince temporary 
chief of state. Now, with Franco ap­ 
parently conscious for brief periods 
only, the replacement process must be 
initiated by the cabinet. 
It could propose to the Cortes 
(parliament) that Juan Carlos be 
named interim chief of state in view of 
the generalissimo’s incapacity. Or it 
could propose to the Council of the 
Realm, a body of advisors to the chief 
of state, and to the Cortes that Juan 
Carlos be proclaimed king. 
Most political observers believe the 
council and the Cortes would approve 
either proposal, although some would 
like to respect Franco’s often-repeated 
wish to die in office. 
Spain is under intense pressure to 
settle the future of the Spanish Sahara, 
its colony on the northwest coast of 
Africa. High level ministers from the

— 
Morocco, Mauritania and Algeria — 
have been in Madrid this week 
negotiating with Arias.

Federal Transportation Funds Elusive 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — One of 
Gov. James A. Rhodes’ strongest 
arguments for his $1.75 billion tran­ 
sportation bond issue is that it will 
attract massive amounts of federal 
money to the state. 
These federal matching funds tend 
to be elusive, however, and Rhodes 
sharply revised the amount available 
downward about two and a half weeks 
ago. 
Up until then, supporters of Issue 3 
claimed it would pry loose $3.25 billion 
in federal money for state and local 
roads, public transportation, and other 
modes of travel. 
On Oct. 6, in a two-page ad­ 
vertisement which appeared in most of 
Ohio’s major newspapers, that figure 
dropped to “more than $2.4 billion.” 
Spokesmen in the Ohio tran s­ 
portation department and an aide to 
the governor said Wednesday the 
revision was made in September due to 
changes in federal programs. The 
higher figure had been valid until late 
summer, they said. 
Federal matching funds, as the 
name implies, are available to states 


which put up a designated amount of 
their own money, almost always less 
than the share from Washington. Most 
of this money comes to Ohio on an 80- 
20, 70-30 or 60-40 federal-state match. 
Ohio 
transportation 
director 
Richard Jackson repeatedly told 
legislative budget hearings earlier this 
year that the state was “basically 
broke” insofar as providing its share 
of matching money. That meant the 
money would be lost, in some case to 
other states he said. 
Delays 
also 
leave 
open 
the 
possibility that the money can 
disappear through a change in a 
federal program, an act of congress or 
the executive branch, or when time 
simply runs out and the available 
funds lapse. 
A combination of these factors 
caused Rhodes to lower his ex­ 
pectations for Ohio by almost $750 
million. 
Dealing with the federal government 
in this arena is an uncertain business 
as former transportation director J. 
Philip Riehley learned during his 
years with the Gilligan administration. 


“There’s no truly accurate way that 
you can project the number of federal 
dollars coming into the state,” he said 
Wednesday. 
Riehley said the downward revision 
by the Rhodes campaign “doesn’t 
distress me at all. Nobody has any 
control over it. Everybody will be 
fighting to get the monies.” 
Now an executive for a Cleveland 
consulting firm, Riehley has endorsed 
the transportation issue as a “crucial 
step forward in the development of a 
comprehensive transportation system 
for Ohio to serve both urban and rural 
needs.” 
His endorsement, issued last Friday, 
said $3.25 
billion—the 
outdated 
figure—would be generated if the bond 
issue were approved. The former 
transportation director was, appar­ 
ently, out of touch with the latest 
federal fluctuation. 
In fact, $2,054 billion is a more 
realistic figure, according to Ben 
Brace, finance chief at the state 
transportation department. 
Ohio will get the remaining $456 
million, Brace said only if it complies 


with a federal timetable by finishing 
work on its interstate highway system 
by 1981. 
Director Jackson pinpointed how the 
“potential federal funds would be used 
in a release dated Oct. 20: state high­ 
way system, $1 billion; public tran­ 
sportation, $453 million; aid to cities 
and counties, $400 million; city streets 
and lighting $50 million and railway 
passenger service, $27 million. The 
rest would be distributed for research, 
airports, bikeways and access roads 
for parks. 


Harkening to a familiar theme 
earlier this week, Rhodes warned, 
“The federal funds alone, if we lose 
them, will take 307,500 jobs away from 
Ohio’s construction workers.” 
The issue would require a nine- 
tenths of a cent increase in the state 
gasoline tax. 
The governor is also seeking ap­ 
proval Tuesday for housing, industrial 
tax abatem ent and capital im­ 
provement programs. The building 
proposal would be backed by a .7 per 
cent increase in the state sales tax. 


CLEVELAND (A P)-A 56-year-old 
former bank robber who held six 
persons hostage for more than 20 hours 
has been taken in custody by police 
and the hostages have been freed 
unharmed. 
Two hostages were removed on 
stretchers about 11:30 a.m., and the 
last four walked out half an hour later. 
Edward O. Watkins, the exconvict 
who took his hostages after police th­ 
warted his holdup attempt Wednesday 
afternoon, was brought out by police in 
handcuffs, a 
tiny 
smile 
on 
his 
mustachioed face. 
Mayor Ralph Perk said the bomb 
that Watkins had used as a threat was 
believed to be a fake. 
Police Chief Lloyd Garey and an FBI 
agent emerged from their conference 
with ex-convict Edward O. Watkins 
shortly before 8 a.m. and said Watkins 
and his hostages—four women and two 
men—appeared to be in good condition 
despite their overnight ordeal. 
Garey said he and the agent could 
hear the hostages talking in another 
room while they met with Watkins, a 
former Clevelander with convictions 
for robbery' and parole violations dat­ 
ing back to 1938. 
Asked how much money Watkins 
was demanding, Garey said “around 
$50,000 or so.” 
Police have said they won’t give in to 
Watkins’ demands. 
A force of some 200 police officers 
maintained a vigil throughout the 
night and morning hours. 
Watkins released three women 
hostages in the first six hours, one of 
whom said she had a heart condition 
and two who became ill. One of the 
women told authorities Watkins had 
enough dynamite to kill everyone in 
the bank. 
Pleas from the gunman’s girlfriend, 
a friend from prison, a judge he 
reportedly respects and police failed to 
end the standoff. 
Authorities declined to identify the 


hostages, but family members said 
one was William S. Hann, the branch 
manager. One of the women released 
was identified by friends as Peg Neely, 
a bank employe. 


The released women told police 
Watkins was smoking cigarettes and 
drinking coffee. They also said he had 
a pistol and held a shoebox with what 
looked like a plunger attached. 
William Rooney of Cleveland, who 
knew Watkins when both served time 
in prison, said he believed Watkins’ 
threats 
to 
kill 
the 
hostages 
if 
necessary'. Watkins demanded money 
and a van to take him to Cleveland 
Hopkins Airport so he could escape. 
“The FBI has a whole lifetime to 
catch me,” Watkins told Rooney. 
A van was brought to the bank, but 
Watkins rejected it, apparently 
fearing it might be bugged, police said. 
U.S. District Court Judge William K. 
Thomas said Watkins told him he 
didn’t want to spend another day in 
jail. 
The judge said the hostages showed 
fortitude, even laughing at times. 
Thomas sentenced Watkins to 45 
years in prison in 1967 for a series of 
robberies. Watkins, who made the 
FBI’s IO Most Wanted list in 1965 after 
the string of robberies, was paroled 
June 6, 1975. 
He was released to an Idaho cattle 
ranch, but disappeared about six 
months later with the owner’s pistol 
and car. The car was recovered in Los 
Angeles after a July 7 robbery of a sav­ 
ings and loan association. The FBI 
said it has a warrant for Watkins in 
connection with the holdup.

“ ... I want to tell you where I stand,’’

ginner “Your Pre^idont will not oavp 


in to the big spenders and the budget- 
busters in the Congress.

President will not open the U.S. 
treasury to every city with a hole in its 
pocket ... and your President will not 
stand idly by while the Congress 
downgrades your 
defenses 
and 
dism antles America’s intelligence- 
gathering capabilities. 


“ I believe 
America 
wants a 
President who’s a fighter, not a pat­ 
sy,” he said. 
An aide said Reagan was in Los 
Angeles meeting privately with 
political advisers about the GOP 
presidential campaign he is expected 
to announce formally late next month 
in an effort to wrest the 1976 nomi­ 
nation from Ford. 


An associate said Reagan skipped 
the dinner lest conservative sup­ 
porters read into a joint appearance a 
weakening of his resolve to take on the 
President.

Instead, the indictment said, the 
venture was “an exceptionally poor, 
risky and dangerous investment” with 
“virtually no resale market for these 
lots throughout the entire 14-year 
history of this scheme.” The in­ 
dictment says the developers bought 
the land for $180 an acre in 1961. 
AMREP Corp., the main developer, 
has denied all the charges.

United Nations 


Korean Votes 


Contradictory 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
North Korea and China have won a 
United Nations vote on the Korean 
question for the first time since the 
1950-53 Korean War. 


But it was only a partial victory 
because another resolution favorable 
to South Korea and the United States 
was 
adopted 
during 
the 
same 
tumultuous session Wednesday night 
of the General Assembly’s main polit­ 
ical committee. 


The committee, composed of all 
U.N. member nations, endorsed and 
sent to the assembly 
two 
rival 
resolutions on the future of U.S. troops 
in South Korea and of the 25-year-old 
United Nations Command which 
coordinated the allied armies during 
the Korean War and signed the ar­ 
mistice with North Korea and China. 


The contradictory voting was ex­ 
pected to aggravate the confrontation 
between North and South Korea. 


First, the committee, by a vote of 59 
to 51, adopted a U.S. resolution urging 
resumption of negotiations between 
North and South Korea and reaf­ 
firming that the United Nations has a 
“continuing responsibility” on the 
Korean peninsula. 


Twenty-nine countries abstained on 
the resolution, which also called for the 
two Koreas, China and the United 
States to join in negotiations to 
dissolve the U.N. Command and create 
new machinery to replace the ar­ 
mistice. 


Then the committee voted 51 to 38, 
with 50 abstentions, for the rival 
resolution sponsored by China, the 
Soviet Union and other backers of 
North Korea. It calls for immediate 
dissolution of the U.N. command and 
withdrawal of “all foreign forces” 
from South Korea and seeks to freeze 
the South Korean government out of 
negotiations on the peninsula’s future. 


The only foreign forces still in Korea 
are approximately 40,000 Americans 
in South Korea. The United States told 
the committee earlier they would stay 
there, regardless of U.N. action, in 
accordance with agreements between 
the United States and South Korea. 


Supporters of South Korea had hoped 
to defeat the Communist resolution. 
Sweden and other countries urged 
efforts at compromise. 
But the committee chairm an, 
Edouard Ghorra of Lebanon, said the 
prospects for agreement were not 
promising, and the committee had 
“produced two babies for the laps of 
the General Assembly.”

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) — 
Steven Soliah, free of a charge that he 
harbored fugitive Patricia Hearst, 
faces a possible death sentence in con­ 
nection with a bank robbery and 
murder last April. 
The stocky, 27-year-old house- 
painter, believed to have been Miss 
Hearst’s lover, was arraigned Wed­ 
nesday on a charge of bank robbery’ 
resulting in death. 
His brief court appearance came 
about four hours after he was indicted 
by a federal grand jury’ in connection 
with the April 21 holdup of a Crocker 
National Bank branch in suburban 
Carmichael. 
A customer, Myma Opsahl, 42, was 
killed by a shotgun blast during the 
$15,247 robbery, which police say in­ 
volved at least four persons. 


London Explosion

“We are both fine, the Lord be 
thanked,” said Edwin Daly, 42, of Bryn 
Mawr, Pa., as he and his 10-year-old 
daughter, Ruth, were released from a 
hospital early today. 
The other two Americans were Alan 
Ward and his wife. Ruth, both 68, of 
Riverside, Conn. They were kept in the 
hospital, Ward with cuts about the 
head and neck and his wife with cuts on 
the face and knee. 
All the injured suffered cuts, bruises 
or shock. Seven of them were kept in 
the hospital overnight. 
The restaurant, the Trattoria Fiori 
on South Audley street, was wrecked.

A bombing last Thursday morning 
occurred about 24 miles west of the 
restaurant blast, in the West Ken­ 
sington district.

Just sign this little form (suggests 
the friendly president of Gift Galore or 
Prestige Presents) and your holiday 
problems

over. 
No elbowing 
through crowds, no punches to the 
solar plexus; at least, not until the bills 
come in, two weeks from Tuesday. 
Well ho-ho-ho, 
as they 
say 
in 
chim ney circles. It sounds nice 
enough. But gift selection is far from 
the only problem we can look forward 
to this season. 
The Better Business Bureaus of the 
land have some urgent reminders . . . 
There are only 50 more shopping day 
for you. But there are 58 more for your 
mail-order racketeers and community 
crooks. They work Sundays, too. 
At this special time of year, not only 
the thieves but also the gyp artists are 
preparing to enjoy their seasonable, 
profitable flings at your generosity and 
(if you don’t watch it) stupidity. 
So make a mental note to watch out 
for the following dangers of the holiday 
shopping season. .. 


Tis the season when you are more 
likely than usual to be approached for 
a donation to charity. Questionable 
charities, which provide little or no 
service for the monies they collect, 
take advantage of the giving spirit of 
Christmas. So if you are approached 
by a charity unknown to you, either 
reject the solicitation or phone the 
local BBB for a factual fill-in on the 
organization. 
Beware of the mail order rackets 
which thrive at pre-Christmas time. 
Many mail approaches — most, in fact 
— are convenient sources for gifts. 
But some are downright fraudulent. 
Example: a customer is sent a claim 
stub stating that a shipper is holding a 
package in your name, which will be 
sent upon return of the stub and a 
modest sum of money. Don’t fall for 
this ancient game, which appeals to 
the curiosity of thousands of people 
each year. What you receive will be 
virtually worthless. 
It is almost inevitable, if you are a 
middle-class American, that you will 
receive merchandise you didn’t order 
— with a request for a charitable 
donation in return for the contribution. 
Some reputable charities send out 
these unsolicited m em entoes, ap-

NEW YORK (AP) — A unique self- 
examination seems to be under way 
among some of the nation’s top cor­ 
porations as they seek to re-identify 
their capabilities and goals in an age of 
drastic change. 
To som e extent the 
inner-di- 
rectedness seems to be a reaction 
similar to that identified in individuals 
who seek to recover from traum atic 
experiences be redefining 
their 
identities. 
The result of the introspection, 
predicts 
Eugene 
Jennings, 
an 
authority on business management, 
will be to make much stronger in the 
1980s some of the companies that have 
suffered the most from, among other 
things, the shortages, market changes 
and governmental restraints of the 
1970s. 
“Corporations as well as individuals 
have to have faith and the 1970s have 
dealt a devastating blow to a cor­ 
poration’s sense of what it is and where 
it is going,” said Jennings. 
While Jennings is a professor at 
Michigan State University and the 
author of many books on management, 
ne oecame aware ot the development 
in his role as confidential adviser to the 
chairmen of blue chip corporations. 
In 
em erging 
from 
previous 
recessions, he said, ‘corporations 
turned their attention outward again to 
exploit propitious opportunities of an 
expanding future.” No longer is this 
entirely true, he said. 
C orporations 
have 
alw ays 
“tinkered” with some aspect or phase 


of their systems, but the pattern that 
seems to be developing today, he said, 
is for total corporate reassessment. 
“The uncertainties and the con­ 
straints and the dismal record of the 
first half of the 1970s have caused 
corporations to lose sight of their 
purpose,” he said. The extrem e 
contrast with the free-wheeling 1960s 
seems to have added to the sense of 
loss. 


“ Corporations are asking them­ 
selves the tough questions,” he said. 
“They were almost traumatized by the 
wild changes and uncertainties of the 
past five years and they kept looking 
outward for what was coming next — 
and when and where.” 
Now, he believes, many of the in­ 
dustries most severely impacted by 
problem s—he 
nam ed 
autos, 
chem icals, m ining, steel, energy, 
aerospace, electronics, information 
and banking—are readjusting their 
thinking, their goals, their techniques. 


They are asking, said Jennings, if 
maybe the problem isn’t with the 
world but with them. The inner 
probing, he said, is similar to what an 
individual sometimes discovers that if 
you have a continuing problem with 
another person the problem might be 
you. 
The realization is settling in, he 
continued, that the world will never 
return to where it was and that a 
fundamental change, with an em­ 
phasis on capabilities and goals, is re­ 
quired.

pealing to the goodwill and the in­ 
cipient guilt of the person who receives' 
it. 
Many kindly citizens send 
in 
donations, because their consciences 
forbid accepting the “gift” without 
paying; others bundle up the con­ 
tribution (usually pencils, a hand­ 
kerchief, booklet or tie) and mail it 
back to the charity at their own ex­ 
pense. 
However, 
you 
are 
under 
no 
obligation either to return such gift- 
solicitations, or acknowledge them, or 
pay for them. By law, such m er­ 
chandise is considered an outright gift 
to you. 
A popular racket, which flourishes 
from Thanksgiving on, is the C.O.D. 
swindle. A delivery man will ring your 
bell and ask to collect for a package 
arriving C.O.D. for your neighbor — 
who is not at home. Unless you know 
the 
messenger personally, or 
he 
arrives in a big department store or 
United Parcel truck, ask him to return 
later 
when 
the 
neighbor 
is 
in 
residence. Otherwise, you could be 
putting out money for an empty box — 
which could make thy neighbor love 
thee less. 
And always beware the itinerant 
street vendor. Remember that if you 
buy his stockings, ties, cheap watches, 
umbrellas, perfume and toys, you are 
doing your Christmas buying from an 
organization which won’t be available 
December 26th to accept complaints. 
And it follows as night follows day — 
and chicanery follows naivite — that 
there will be plenty of complaints. 
Before we worry about Christmas 
complaints, we should think about 
Halloween, the night (this Friday) 
when masses of masked children will 
beg tor treats ana aedine to ao tricxs 
— except for that cute little trick of 
lathering your windows with shaving 
lotion. 
According to New York pediatrician. 
Dr. Alan C. Levin, the kindest gifts you 
can give a visitor posing as a skeleton 
or monster are popcorn, cookies, 
pennies, fruit or, in fact “anything but 
candy.” 
As medical director of the New York 
Institute for Child Development, Dr. 
Levin warns that candies are “poison” 
to a great many children, because 
their additives, preservatives 
and 
sugar cause allergic reactions. Even 
the parents of such children may not 
be aware of these dangers; when their 
children are hyperactive or act 
peculiarly, the parents worry, but 
have no idea of the contributing fac­ 
tors. 
“ Let me describe the Institute’s 
experience last November I, the day 
following Halloween,” he says. “Our 
office was chaotic. We specialize in 
treating hyperactive and learning- 
disabled children. When they came in 
the day after eating candy, they 
couldn’t participate in any therapy at 
all, and their attention span was much 
more limited than usual. They were 
almost unmanageable.” 
When children have any form of 
behavior or learning disability, con­ 
cludes Dr. Levin, they usually suffer 
from abnormal tolerance, and allergy 
to, the glucose and additives and 
preservatives of candy. 
So: “Unless you are sure of the child 
you are ‘treating,’ please never give 
candy. 
For the most healthy 
of 
youngsters, it is not wholesome. And 
for many, it is actually poisonous. . . ”

After I complained of bleeding from 
the rectum, I was told that my problem 
was varicose veins in that area. My 
doctor 
also 
refers 
to 
it 
as 
“hemorrhoids.” Are the two conditions 
related? 
Mr. G. A., Miss. 
Dear Mr. A.: 
It is not unusual for patients to 
become concerned when two different 
names are given for the same con­ 
dition. It is also common for patients to 
distort a doctor’s message because 
their level of anxiety about their illness 
is high. 
Actually, hemorrhoids are enlarged 
veins that have temporarily lost their 
elasticity. 
Consequently, 
blood 
stagnates in the veins and they become 
dilated. 
This probably is why the casual term 
of “vericose veins” was used to 
describe your condition. This does not 
mean that the hemorrhoids that you 
have are any more serious than if they 
had not been labeled with this ad­ 
ditional term. 
There 
are 
different 
kinds 
of 
hemorrhoids, based on their location 
rather than on their severity. Some are 
internal. Others are external. Both can 
be responsible for bleeding and 
discomfort. 


The cause for hemorrhoids must be 
found to prevent future attacks and to 
determine the exact kind of treatment. 


After I gave birth to my child I 
breast-fed her until I got a milk cyst of 
the breast. Even though it was healed, 
I am worried that it might be the 
beginning of a cancer that will show up 
later in life.

Dear Mrs. E.: 
I .et me reassure you that the com­ 
mon “milk cyst,” or galactocele, does 
not lay the groundwork for a cancer of 
the breast in later life. 
The condition is a simple one. A tiny 
duct, or tube, that carries milk to the 
nipple 
m ay 
som etim es 
become 
blocked, enlarged and painful. 
These cysts almost always disap­ 
pear with warm compresses and 
rarely is surgery necessary to cure the 
condition. 
The fact that you have had a “milk 
cyst” does not mean that you will have 
the same experience following the 
birth of another child. 
The early recognition and treatment 
of breast tumors, both cancerous and 
noncancerous, 
have 
m ade 
the 
statistics of recovery m ore en­ 
couraging than ever before.

OXFORD, Ohio (AP) — In as 
unlikely a pair of ballot issues as ever 
faced voters, citizens of this small, 
conservative college town must decide 
Tuesday whether to legalize strong 
beer — and virtually decriminalize 
marijuana. 
An estimated 2,000 students 
at 
Miami University have registered to 
vote on the proposals, including the 
controversial 
proposal 
m aking 
possession 
of 
m arijuana 
a 
$5 
misdemeanor similar to a parking 
ticket. 
At the same tune, the college town’s 
nine precincts will decide a local liquor 
option issue. Drinking in the com­ 
munity now is confined to 3.2 beer. 
“ We have had a few townspeople, 
but most of the new registrants have 
been students,” said a spokesman for 
the Butler County Board of Elections 
branch office in Oxford, a town of 
about 16,000. 
Graduate student Mike Avey, 27, son 
of a Cincinnati lawyer, has been 
pushing the m arijuana issue since he 
was defeated in the race for Oxford 
City Council in 1973. 
The liquor issue was promoted by a 
local motel, but is expected to draw 
strong support from the students. 
“ If the students find out they can 
decriminalize marijuana, then they’ll 
do 
som ething 
about 
housing 
problems,” said Avey, whose forces 
conducted a m assive registation 
campaign on the campus. 
The city solicitor, city council, board 
of elections and Butler County 
prosecutor all tried unsuccessfully to 
keep the m arijuana issue off the ballot. 
But, Judge Fred B. Cramer of the 
Butler County Common Pleas Court 
ruled that the constitutionality of the 
orainance could not be challenged until 
it passes. 
Opponents argue that the city can 
not approve a law with a penalty less 
than that in state law.

DENVER (AP) — Despite its 
reputation for clean mountain air and 
bright, sparkling sunshine, Denver’s 
air is as polluted as any in the country, 
experts say. 


The same mile-high altitude and 
Rocky Mountain sunshine which have 
made the city famous are blamed for 
fouling the air its 1.5 million residents 
breathe. 


The state Air Pollution Control 
Division concluded in a recent study 
based on 1974 data that “this small 
amount of information indicated that 
in downtown Denver the air pollution 
problem was of a magnitude greater 
than or equal to that in much larger 
metropolitan areas.” 


One state pollution expert said the 
continued expansion of suburbs around 
Denver “seems to indicate that the 
problem is going to get worse.” 
One federal study examined blood 
samples taken from nonsmokers in 18 
cities. Denver blood donors were found 
to 
have 
higher 
levels 
of 
c a r­ 
boxyhemoglobin, produced by carbon 
monoxide, than perhaps in any other 
city. 
The levels for Denver residents were 
more than IO per cent higher than 
those found in blood samples of per­ 
sons living in Los Angeles. 
State and federal officials say the 
high pollution levels result from a 
combination of factors: 
—D enver’s 
m ile-high 
altitude 
provides a high penetration of ultra­ 
violet sunshine, necessary to produce 
ozone from automobile exhaust. 
—The city’s climate produces long­ 
lasting air inversions, particularly in 
winter, 
preventing the escape 
of 
carbon monoxide poured out of motor

Bingo Issue On Novem ber Ballot 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A former 
state legislator turned county sheriff 
thinks a ballot issue that would clarify 
the legality of charitable bingo could 
be “ the biggest bombshell of the year 
if they don’t pass it.” 
Ronald H. Weyandt, who resigned 
from the General Assembly last July 
to become Summit County sheriff, 
fears that the “ bingo business” — for 
personal profit, not charity — will 
mushroom without a constitutional 
amendment. 
“ Failure to vote (yes) for that 
amendment will not eliminate gam­ 
bling, it will proliferate gambling,” 
Weyandt contends. “ A person who is 
against gambling should vote for that 
amendment.” 
The proposed amendment, Issue 9 
among nine propositions on the Nov. 4 
ballot, is relatively simple. It says an 
exception should be made to the Ohio 
constitutional prohibition against 
lotteries to permit the legislature to 
authorize and regulate bingo games by 
nonprofit groups for charitable pur­ 
poses. 
The only current exception to the 
antigambling clause is the Ohio lottery 
which generates revenue for the state. 
However, the entire gambling issue 


has been muddied by sections of the 
new Ohio Revised Code — statutory 
law as opposed to the constitution — 
which removed criminal penalties for 
charitable gambling. 
Under this section, charitable 
groups can operate games of chance if 
the proceeds are turned over to a 
worthy cause after necessary ex­ 
penses are deducted for the promoters. 
The part about necessary expenses 
is a loophole that encouraged a flood of 
casino-style gambling in the Akron 
area last winter under the guise of 
charitable gambling, according to 
Weyandt. 
Most of it has been brought under 
control or gone underground as a 
result of police raids and court rulings. 
But in the process the Friday night 
bingo game also came under fire, and 
in some cases, has been shut down. 
In fact, the attorney general’s office, 
which estimates there are between 
1,000 and 2,000 bingo games in the 
state, has filed three civil lawsuits 
against operators suspected of short- 
cause.

DP&L Rate Hike 
Fought By Group 


WASHINGTON (AP) - None of the 
parties involved in a Federal Power 
Commission hearing Wednesday on a 
rate increase request by the Dayton 
Power and Light Co. disputed the 
utility’s need for higher revenues. 
But the 14 cities and villages ob­ 
jecting to the hike and the FPC staff 
challenged the size of the 24.2 per cent 
increase the company temporarily 
imposed on municipal customers this 
year. 
The company has asked the com­ 
mission for permission to make the 
increase permanent. Edwin C. Strain, 
DP&L’s coordinator for regulatory 
affairs, said the increase would raise 
company revenue by $1.75 million. 
The municipalities said the rate hike 
would give the company about $500,000 
more than necessary for a reasonable 
rate of return. FPC staff members 
said it was about $158,000 more than 
needed. 
Most of the argument revolved 
around how the company computed its 
projected rate of return. DP&L is 
seeking a 9.5 per cent overall rate 
return. But the FPC staff recommend­ 
ed 9.15 per cent and the municipalties 
suggested 9.02 per cent. 
Morton T. Lewis, vice president and 
treasurer of the utility, said DP&L has 
found it increasingly difficult to obtain 
low-interest capital on the bond 
market and that the federal govern­ 
ment is partly responsible. “ I don’t 
think they are crowding us out of the 
bond market, but their coming in each 
month has a real impact,” he said. 
The state of the market has caused 
institutional investors to shy away 
from long-term notes. “ Maybe in the 
next year or 18 months there won’t be 
any 30-year money around,” he said. 
Strain said he is aware of criticism 
against utilities for charging different 
rates to different customers. Small 
users pay a higher rate for electricity 
than large users because the cost of 
generation is lower for high volume 
users, he sai-. 
He said the company is studying 


alternate pricing patterns but “ We are 
definitely committed to continuing to 
price our product at cost and not at 
artificial levels. 
The FPC is hearing the case instead 
of the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio because the federal agency has 
jurisdiction over wholesale rates of 
electricity. 
The cities and villages involved in 
the case are Celina, St. Mary’s, Tipp 
City, Arcanum, Eldorado, Jackson 
Center, I^akeview, Mendon, Minster, 
New Bremen, New Knoxville, Ver­ 
sailles, Waynesfield and Yellow 
Springs.

Gen. William J. Brown, who 
strongly favors Issue 7, has asked 
bingo operators to voluntarily provide 
at least 33 per cent of their take to 
charity. Brown notes that bingo pro­ 
moters must pay out a considerable 
amount in prize money in addition to 
their own expenses. 
Weyandt, a cosponsor of the 
legislative resolution that placed the 
bingo amendment on the ballot, thinks 
Brown is being too charitable to the 
bingo pros. 
But both men agree the gambling 
law needs clarification and that the 
bingo amendment would be the first 
step. 
The second step will be action by the 
legislature to define “ necessary ex­

legitimate nonprofit groups and 
legitimate charities are involved in 
bingo. 
Brown is already at work drafting a 
bill.

A gambling bill, sponsored by 
Weyandt, narrowly missed passage in 
the legislature last summer when 
Senate and House supporters could not 
agree on the advisability of permitting 
collectors to own antique or toy slot 
machines. 
The bill specifically barred slots and 
roulette wheels, but permitted other 
games of chance if operated ex­ 
clusively for religious, charitable, 
scientific or educational purposes. One 
of the criteria for nonprofit groups was 
that they could not be subject to 
federal income tax. 
The idea was to weed out charitable 
front organizations such as the type 
that moved into Summit County 
earlier this year with I^as Vegas type 
operations. 
Similar provisions are likely to be 
written into any legislation resulting 
from favorable passage of the bingo 
amendment, Weyandt says. 
Although there is no organized op­ 
position to the amendment, it is buried 
deep on the ballot and supporters fear 
a drop off after voters pull levers or 
mark ballots on Gov. James A. Rhodes 
issues 2, 3, 4, and 5. Voter apathy or 
misunderstanding of the issue is also a 
concern. 
“ I am very fearful to the extent that 
there’s no drive to get it passed,” 
Weyandt says. 
And if the amendment is defeated, 
Sheriff Weyandt predicts: “ We’ll 
revert back to the mish-mash we have 
now and people will get into the bingo 
business.”

Moslem toughs stopped Chicago 
Tribune correspondent Phil Caputo 
near his office, insulted President 
Ford and shot the newsman in both 
feet. Two U.S. Embassy officials, 
Charles Gallagher, 44, of Roanoke, 
Va., and William Dykes, Jr., 50, of San 
Jose, Calif., were kidnaped at a street 
roadblock a week ago and have not 
been heard of since. It is believed they 
are held by left-wing Moslems. 
Many Lebanese and some foreign 
families have been trapped in hotels 
and apartments on the front lines, 
often without water, electricity and 
food. Others have been evicted by 
gunmen seeking sniper posts and 
firing sites for m ortars, rocket 
grenades and recoilless rifles. 
But the 18,006-man army has not 
intervened between the warring 
Christians and Moslems because 
Moslem politicians fear its Christian 
officers. And the other outgunned, out­ 
numbered security forces stay on the 
fringes of the battle and retreat as it 
expands. 
It has become a stale joke that the 
army is only seen where it isn’t 
needed.

guarantee loans to the city. The paper 
said such a tactic could avert default 
by the city and restructure its finances 
for as long as two years. 


This could make federal aid un­ 
necessary to keep the city from 
default, although the newspaper noted 
such a plan faces possible legal and 
financial problems. 


Congressional supporters of aid for 
New York said after Ford’s talk they 
see less hope of getting any monetary 
help to the troubled city before it 
defaults on its obligations, and there 
appeared to be agreement that plans to 
grant the city loan guarantees would 
have little chance of surviving a veto.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Imports of 
low-grade beef are climbing rapidly 
toward “ voluntary restraint” levels 
set in 1974 by the Ford administration 
for foreign suppliers to prevent import 
rates from triggering mandatory 
quotas. 
Through September, according to 
Agriculture Department figures, 1975. 
imports totaled more than 933.4 million 
pounds, only about 247 million pounds 
short of a lid announced for the whole 
year. 
During the last three months of 1974, 
about 270 million pounds of quota type 
meat — mainly beef but also including 
fresh, frozen and chilled veal, mutton 
and goat meat — entered the U.S. 
market. Arrivals during the final 
quarter 1975 would therefore have to 
only a little short of the year-ago 
imports to exceed the maximum. 
The department announced on Oct. I 
that it still expected meat imports to 
be no more than 1.18 billion pounds this 
year, just short of a “ trigger” level set 
by a formula in law and adjusted 
annually to reflect U.S. beef output. 
Once reached, trigger levels force 
mandatory quotas on foreign beef. 
A 1964 law requires tough quotas on 
the meat if imports are at any time 
during a calendar year expected to 
exceed a trigger level set by a formula 
in law and adjusted annually to reflect 
U.S. beef output. 
Instead of invoking the law, 
however, 
the 
administration 
negotiated “ voluntary restraint” 
agreements with supplying countries 
to keep imports below the quota 
trigger level in 1975. Imports recently 
have been equal to around 6 to 7 per 
cent of U.S. beef production. 
The latest figures show that imports 
in September totaled about 114.6 
million pounds against 112.8 million in 
August and 91.8 million in September 
of 
last 
year. 
The 
nine-month 
cumulative total of 933.4 million 
pounds was up from 808.4 million 
during the same period in 1974. 
Australia, the largest supplier, 
provided 555.8 million pounds during 
Jan.-Sept. this year, up 52 per cent 
from 3^,1 million in the first three 
quarters of 1974. New Zealand, the 
second leading supplier, sent 233.8 
million pounds, a 13 per cent gain from 
Jan.-Sept. of last year.

Friday on proposed natural gas cur­ 
tailment plans that could result in IOO 
per cent cutbacks for some industrial 
consumers. 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, the state’s 
largest supplier, has asked for PUCO 
approval to curtail all gas this winter 
to industrial boilers using at least I 
million cubic feet a month. 
The Columbia plan would also cut 
back other industrial consumption by 
up to 65 per cent and commercial allot­ 
ments by 40 per cent. 
A regulatory decision is also planned

“ We have been able to contract for 
some emergency gas in the southwest 
and we hope to get more purchases,” 
the spokesman said.

BOWLING G REEN , Ohio (A P) - 
Faded pulp novels, television scripts 
and comic books are a part of the 
curriculum at Bowling Green State 
University. 
So 
are 
backyard 
barbecues, 
television soap operas, John Wayne, 
and other trivia called Americana. 
Critics sneered at the pop culture 
program when it began seven years 
ago saying it would lower academic 
standards. 
It has grown to include a separate 
academic 
department 
granting 
m aster’s as well as bachelor’s 
degrees. 
It has a collection of more than 
500,000 pieces of Americana, two 
scholarly journals, a press that has 
published more than 50 books and two 
pop culture newsletters. 
Dr. Ray Browne, founder of the 
program, describes pop culture as “ all 
parts of culture shared in common, not 
aimed at a specific audience, and gen­ 
erally disseminated through the mass 
media. It is just about everything, 
except the elite.” 
Michael Marsden, acting chairman 
of the program, put it this way: 
“ To the average man in the street, 
the high arts are off in left field. He 
could care less about the opera, the 
theater, painting. They don’t affect 
him. We’re interested in those facts of 
American life that do affect him. 
That’s what we call popular culture.” 
That means, baseball cards, hula 
hoops, Ellery Queen and lawrence 
Welk. 
About 2,000 students a year enroll in 
pop culture courses. About 30 receive a 
master’s degree each year in the field, 
but to date only 15 have obtained their 
bachelor’s degees in pop culture. 
“ The program is designed for the 
very unusual student,” Marsden said. 
“ We 
try 
to 
complement 
other 
academic programs and fill in the 
gaps. We’re not attempting to supplant 
other academic programs.” 
Fourteen courses form the core of 
the program. They are taught by the 
five department faculty members and 
other instructors drawn from related 
areas. 
Marsden said the program is start­ 
ing to shift in two directions. He said 
more and more attention is being 
devoted to American culture in the 
past and the curriculum is shifting 
away from literature toward the 
electronic 
media, 
especially 
television. 
“ The average American will spend

IO years of his life before a television 
set by the time he’s 60 years old,” 
Marsden said. “ That’s a helluva chunk 
of time. Television is affecting us and 
our lifestyle, yet it’s one of the most 
overlooked areas of popular culture.” 


John G. 
Nachbar, an assistant 
professor and resident expert on the 
western, said: “ Most Americans have 
learned to kiss by watching movies 
and television. It’s a subtle effect but 
it’s real.”

Evacuate Thousands 
In Spanish Sahara 


EL AAI UN, Spanish Sahara (AP) — 
The Spanish government is launching 
a sea and air lift to remove the 5,000 
Spanish civilians in the Spanish 
Sahara from the disputed, phosphate- 
rich colony on Africa’s northwest 
coast. 
Officials said the 15,000 Spanish 
soldiers in the desert territory, who 
already have been put on an alert 
because of the threat of an uprising by 
Algerian-backed nationalists, will 
remain until agreement is reached 
with Morocco and Mauritania on the 
territory’s future. 
Auxiliary soldiers recruited from 
local tribes have been disarmed, the 
officials said, and a dusk-to-dawn 
curfew has been imposed in El Aaiun, 
the capital. The colonial government 
has said it fears “terrorist attacks" by 
the Marxist Polisario Front, which 
wants independence for the Colorado- 
size territory. 
Civilians 
have 
already 
been 
evacuated from Smara, a small town 
in the east, and are being prepared for 
evacuation from El Aaiun and Villa 
Cisneros, in the south. 
Women and children will be flown to 
the Canary Islands, off the coast of 
Africa, during 
the 
first 
week 
of 
November. The men and household 
possessions follow by ship the next 
week, with the operation to be com­ 
pleted by Nov. 15. 


Spanish owners of stores and other 
commercial establishments have been 
prom ised com pensation from the 
government for closing down. 
The government is picking up the 
entire check for the evacuation. 
Morocco, Mauritania and Algeria 
have sent cabinet ministers to Madrid 
to work out an agreement for the 
disposition of the Spanish Sahara. 
Morocco and 
Mauritania 
want 
to 
divide the territory, claiming historic 
ties with it, while Algeria wants an 
independent Sahara which it thinks it 
could dominate through the Polisario 
Front. 
Moroccan officials say the Spanish 
government has agreed to transfer the 
territory to Morocco and Mauritania. 
The Moroccan government announced 
Wednesday night that the unarmed 
civilian “march of conquest” King 
Hassan II is planning to lead across the 
frontier will take place between Nov. 4 
and Nov. 6. But sources in Marrakech, 
the king’s temporary capital for the 
march, said if agreement with Spain is 
reached by Nov. 4, the march will be 
scaled down from 350,000 civilians to a 
token group. 
The region has one of the world’s 
largest deposits of phosphates, a vital 
fertilizer. The Spanish government is 
negotiating to maintain an interest in 
the mines, in which it has invested 
millions of dollars.

“hard core” Vietnamese are fearful of 
entering American society and want to 
become wards of the government 
instead, some camp officials say. 
The refugee cam ps here close 
Friday, and more than 3,000 Viet­ 
namese will be transferred to the only 
rem aining refugee cam p, at Ft. 
Chaffee, Ark. For most it will be their 
third 
cam p 
since 
fleeing 
their 
homeland six months ago. 
Marine Capt. 
Lon Getlin, 
com­ 
mander of Refugee Camp Four, said 
many of the Vietnamese still here are 
deeply worried about their ability to 
“make it” in the United States and 
cling almost desperately to the tent 
camps that for them have become 
“little Vietnams" on U.S. soil. 
“Some 
of 
those 
who 
do 
have 
American sponsors do their best to get 
out of leaving,” he said. “Many drift 
off into other camps when it is time to 
leave, hoping to escape notice. Some 
we almost have to carry through the 
processing lines. 
“We are down to the hard core, the 
tough ones to sponsor. The doctors, 
law yers, professors, senior civil 
servants and those with fluent English 
went out snap, snap, snap. Now we 
have 
uneducated 
farm ers 
and 
fishermen with no English and eight to 
13 members in their families. They are 
going to be tough.” 
There are signs the Vietnamese 
sense these problems and this con­ 
tributes to the apprehension and the 
lingering depression they feel over 
abandoning their homeland. On a 
recent day, about the only activity 
seen was children at play. Adults 
seemed to stick to their tents, perched 
on the edge of canvas cots or sprawled 
in hammocks fashioned from sheets. 
There was little talk. More than a few 
lay immobile, staring upward even 
when visitors entered their tents. 
Lilbet Kalehmet, education coor­ 
dinator for the refugees, said: 
“Morale is dropping, apathy is up. 
There is almost a contagious fear. The 


camp is home. It’s not great, but 
they’re scared to move.” 
But move they must. First to Ft. 
Chaffee and then into U.S. society 
when Ft. Chaffee, the last of the 
camps, is shut down at year’s end.

Pritchett, 
spokeswoman for the joint U.S. in­ 
teragency task force running 
the 
refugee program here, said: 
“The reluctant refugees are being 
counseled by the task force. Yes, some 
have turned down sponsors, and some 
have returned to Pendleton after going 
out with sponsors.

society. Obviously sponsors have 
broken down, and the word has come 
back that sponsors do not always work 
out."

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Auditor 
Thomas E . Ferguson wants a list of 
state cars with cover plates and he 
says he will withold payment of gaso­ 
line and oil bills for the cars until he 
verifies they are state vehicles. 
Ferguson said Wednesday that 
Highway Safety Director Donald Cook 
has refused to give him a list of cover 
plates— regular plates such as those 
used by most Ohioans—assigned to 
state cars. 
“ This information is necessary ,” the 
auditor said in a letter to all elected 
officials and department directors “ in 
order for our examiners to verify that 
vehicle-related 
expenditures— par­ 
ticularly gasoline and oil purchases— 
are related to state owned or leased 
vehicles.” 
Examiners, he said, must be able to 
match the cover plate to the number 
appearing on state credit card bills. He 
is asking that a certified copy of the 
registration card of each vehicle with 
cover plates be sent to his office. 
Ferguson said the lists 
were 
routinely provided the auditor’s office 
by past administrations. 
Cook could not be reached for 
comment but an assistant said the 
office had not received a copy of 
Ferguson’s letter. “ The only thing we 
can say until we see the letter is that 
all requests have been adhered to,” the 
aide said.
